Sip,— Although this Company is at pre- 
sent prominently before the law ourts,

I think we may assume that.every 
one would consider it to be too great a tax 

his credulity, if he were asked to bo- 
lieve that Mr Gillies was not at onco inform- 
ed, when in- consequence of instructions 
from himeolf, the deficiency in the Stock 
of ‘teak Wood was discovered.

The Chairman certainly 
‘nentioned that it might-be necessary. to 
tuke proceedings against the employs of 
thé Company, but this does not imply thet 
the accounts wore incorrect, but only that 
it was possible if proceedings were taken, 
that aome additional amount might appear 
at the credit of the Company. 

Now as to the Anditors ; was it from ten- 
dorness for them that the incorrectness of 
the accounts was concealed? Ii certainly 
would have looked very .strange for. the 
Chairman to get up and say, here are theac- 
counts duly certified by the Auditors as cor- 
rect, but J cannot ask the meeting to pass 
them, as we have found that they are not 
correct, and we must adjourn the meeting 
till we can present true and. correct 
accounts, As it is the Auditors have ap- 
parently done nothing but secure their fees 
and luil the Company into the belief that 
the accounts were compet-ntly audited.
